The report, which is signed by all the 


members of the committee, Republicans 


as well as Democrats, makes no recom- 
mendation whatever ag to how the al- 
leged trust and those responsible for 1t 
shall be dealt with, suggested that this

House. 

As to the effect of the combine on 
the cost of sugar to the consumer, the 
committee expressed the belief that 
monopoly keeps the’ price up, but 
fakes no attempt to fix accurately the 
extent to which reasonable prices that 
might exist under competitive condi- 
tions are exceeded. 
The report severely 
original promoters of the sugar 
but describes the 19,000 present 
of the stock of the American 
Co. as “innocent purchasers” of profi- 
table stock which was unloaded on 
them by the few men who organized the 
sugar trust. 

Henry O. Havemeyer is given credit 
for the organization of the combination, 
and of him the report says: 

“That this colossa: speculation has 
come through with success and today 
stands on an established business basis 
is due to the genius of its architect 
rather than to any of the restraining 
powers of society as expressed in law.”’ 
‘We find strikingly developed in the 
sugar industry several evils,” says the 
committee, ‘“‘aside from the primary 
one of stifling competition, which 
seem to demand careful consideration 
and remedial legislation by Congress 

Leaves Action to House, 

‘“‘As this matter belongs to the juris- 
diction of a great standing committee 
of the House, your special committee 
will not, as a committee, undertake to 
present a bill on the subject or to fur- 
ther elaborate the idea herein suggest- 
ed, being confident that the entire sub- 
ject matter will receive careful and 
prompt consideration by the standing 
committee baving jurisdiction thereof.” 
Early in the report the prosecutions 
of the sugar industry by the Federal 
Government are reviewed. The organi- 
vation of the first sugar combine in 
i887 is taken up and the two actions of 
the Government set forth. Of the suit 
brought against the Sugar Trust in New 
York November, 1910, the report 
Says: 

“It is but simple justice to say that 
this bill seems to be both carefully and 
ably drawn, to be comprehensive and 
well adapted to the purpose at which it

The committee charges that since the 
organization of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co.. in 1981, it has repeatedely 
violated the Sherman law. 
“At the time it was chartered the 
Sherman law had been in force more 
than six months, and both its organi- 
zation and existence coupled with its 
methods of doing business was, as the 
testimony to indicate to your 
committee, a palpable and continuing 
violation of the Sherman law,’ the 
report continues. 

Kemedies Not Invoked. 
“And yet no serious attempt was 
made (prior to November, 1910,) to in- 
voke the civil remedies provided by the 
anti-trust law against the corporation. 
It is also to bé noted that the Govern- 
ment not even up to the present 
time, so far as has appeared, made any 
effort to enforce whe penal provisions 
of the Sherman law.” 
Twenty-one actions in the organiza- 
tions and operation of the Sugar Trust 
which the committee gives were viola- 
tions of the Sherman law are enumer- 
ated, and after tracing the growth of 
the American Sugar Refining Co, and 
discussing its alleged over-capitalization 
and sale to its present owners, the re- 
port says: 
“These salient facts indicate with su- 
preme emphasis the basic condition of 
the problem uncovered by this commit- 
tee: 
“That we have in this Government 
ample machinery for rigid inquisition 
into the property of these 18,000 people, 
and for suits to decompose that proper- 
ty into its original parts by the destruc- 
tion of its organization; but there is no 
arrangement of government whatever 
whereby any one of these 18,000 people 
might have informed himself definitely 
of the hazards into which he or she was 
buying.”

His mother, Mrs. Es- 
telle Kimmel, spent part of the 
day testifying on cross-examina- 
tion and redirect examination that 
the claimant, the man of mystery 
in the suit for insurance on the 
life of George A. Kimmel, is not | 
her son. George Kimmel was born 
Feb. 17, 1867. He disappeared July 
30, 1898, when he was 31 years old. 














The defense in the Kimmel case 
opened before Judge Amidon at 11:16 
a. m., Saturday, with R. M. Snyder, son 
of the R. M. Snyder who was said by 
John B. Swinney, a rancher, to have. 


been present when George A. Kimmel 
was shot to death tn the Northwest, on 
the stand. 

Snyder's testimony and the reading 
of the deposition of the anditor of the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel ended the case 
for the day, Judge Amidon adjourn- 
ing court until Monday. 

Young Snyder, who lives in Kansas 
City, identified the signature of his fa- 
ther as photographed from the register 
of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New 
York, for Friday, Dec. 17, 1897. 

The photograph of Snyder, once identh 
fied by Swinney, also was identified ag 
that of his father by the son. A deposi- 
tion was read showing that Snyder's 
account at the New York hotel was 
closed July 29, 1898. 

It was July 30, 1898, that Swinney said, 
he met Snyder in Kansas City aad 
on July 3, 1898, that the Kimmel claim- 
and says he met Snyder in Kansas 
City and was drugged at the Midland. 
Hotel.

The refining margin on sugar has 
reached a trifle over 82 cents a hundred 
pounds, according to the report. This 
was lowest during the Arbuckle war in 
1899, 50 cents, and prior to the organiza- 
tion of the trust in 1887 was $1.25. The 
committee gives no credit to the trust 
for reducing the cost of sugar, but re- 
ports that in 1870 sugar cost 13% cents a 
pound and in 1911 the price 
was 4.97. cents a pound. 
in 1910 the world’s supply of sugar was 
17,000,000 tons, of which 50.5 per cent 
was beet sugar. 

The largest sugar-consuming countries 
of the world were the United Kingdom 
(86.3 pounds per capita) and the United 
States (81.6 pounds per.capita). 

Discrimination Is Charged,

Taken From a Package. 

The District Attorney is informed the 
four letters were separated from a 
package of 19 and other documents 
found in Brandts room and secretly 
removed by Detective Rogers, who was 
ir the employ of Schiff. Rogers went 
along with the detectives who arrested 
raindt on Sechiff's delayed complaint 
that Brandt had assaulted him = and 
robbed his house. While he was in 
Brandt’s room he managed to get the 
four letters that now interest District 
Attorney Whitman. 

City Detective Taylor, one of the men 
who arrested Brandt, told the grand 
jury that is investigating whether 
Brandt was the victim of a conspiracy 
when he was sentenced to 30 years In 
State's prison by Judge Otto A. Rosal- 
sky, cnd swore that he turned over to 
the Lieutenant in charge of the detec- 
tive bureau all of the letters and effects 
thet Inspetor William McLaughlin told 
him to take from Brandt's room. The 
District Attorney said that either Taylor 
cominitted perjury or Rogers was guilty 
of grand larceny. 

Tavior told the grand jurors that a 
number of letters in feminine handwrit- 
ing and pictures of a number of women, 
which were taken from Brandt at the 
time of his arrest, had been burned. 

Whitman in talking to Schiff’s legal 
adviser, demanded that the letters ve 
placed in his hands. Schiff’s counsel 
was willing to hand over three letters, 
but insisted- on keeping the fourth. 

“Tl am sorry about that,’ said Whit- 
man, “but I want you to understand 
that the letter must be placed in my 
hands.

It is true that the consecutive third ‘erm 1s 
more objectionable than a third term with an 
intervening period, but grave objection applies 
‘o the latter. Unquestionab'y the anti-third term 
tri dition includes the seeking or holding of the 
presidential office more than twice, regardless of 
intervening periods. Two terms have always 
been regarded as sufficient for one man and the 
mere ambition to wield the great power of the|®> 
presidency for more than eight years has been 
lcoked upon as unworthy of any citizen of the 
republic and as a menace to free government. 
The admission that any one man, no matter how 
gieat his capacity, is necessary to the administra- 
tion of the Government carries a confession of 
weakness on the part of the American people 
and the beginning of a decline of republican in- 
stitutions. 
Col. Roosevelt's own case has in a measure 
the special objections against a consecutive third 
term. While President, Col. Roosevelt used the 
power of his office to nominate and elect Mr. 
Taft, who was his political protege. Because of 
his friendship Mr. Taft retained in office many 
Roosevelt appointees. He is now suffering from 
the dislovalty of Col. Roosevelt's office-holding 
friends. The situation suggests how easily a 
bargain could be made between two men for a 
division of the presidency.

You have recently indicated your indorsement 
of the mill tax suit. Let me refer you to Mr. 
Reedy’s article above mentioned, in which he 
Suggests that a compromise and an expenditure 
for new equipment and improvements would be 
worth more to the citizens of St. Louis than all 
the money the City Collector could collect from 
the company. 

Suppose that St. Louis» wins the suit. To what 
extent will the public benefit? None at all. if 
thereby the company is not thrown into bank- 
ruptey, its working capital will be depleted to 
such an extent that the service will not even be 
up to the present standard. Put with the money 
itself nothing worth while can be done. 

This municipalitvy—like every other one under 
the sun—at the very most gets about o.@ cents 
worth out of every dollar it expends—but in too 
many cases much of the public money reaches 
no farther than the hands of pilfering politicians. 
Wouldn’t they largely, then, divide the mill tax 
spoils? Would the public get any benefit out of 
t? 

It is evident to most street car passengers that 
the service needs improvement from equipment 
to roadbed. Could an agreement be made with 
the United Railways Co. whereby all or a part 
of the mill tax proceedings would be put into 
betterments? Then every citizen of St. Louis

Johnson and Flynn are to post $5000 as a 
guarantee of faith, and they will be on the 
job when time is called next July. 

Al Tearney, president of the Three-I. 
Baseball League and the Chicago business 
man, will be recipient of the goods, having 
been appointed stakeholder by the three in- 
terested parties, The press of Chicago has 
been invited en masse to witness the cere- 
meoenles. 

It was expected that Curley would let cut 
whero he intends holding the bout at the time 
of posting forfeits, but he says he‘has until 
May 1 to name the place. In order that he 
may keep something back, he is going to 
take time. 

The business manager will tell some of his 
plans for Flynn for the next month and will 
try to prove to those present that he is sin- 
cere in the belief that Plynn is going to 
beat Johnson.
